I am writing to propose, a resolution of the remaining 
unsolved issue between our agencies, the disposition of closed 
FBI asset/informant files. 

While I recognize the legal authority of the Archivist 
over Government records deemed to have historical value, as you 
know, the paramount concerns of the FBI with regard to its 
assets/informants are the protection of their confidential 
relationship with the FBI and their physical security, as well as 
that of their families and descendants. Some FBI assets/ 
informants and their descendants would be vulnerable to 
retaliation should their identities be made public. Any 
premature public disclosure of recruitment and operational 
methods utilized in the handling of foreign counterintelligence 
assets would adversely affect our nation's security and would 
impact on . the willingness of individuals to cooperate with *.

In response to the Bureau's request to make an archivist available to review 
documentary evidence relating to several Chicago Field Office case files, 
Charles Dollar of the FBI Appraisal Project Staff examined the material in 
Chicago on January 13, 1982. 



The first case file--! 96A-1 1 51 -- i nvol ves voluntarily contributed business 
records relating to the investigation of the kidnapping, robbery, and murder 
of millionaire Henry Podborny of Berwyn, Illinois. Chicago is the auxiliary 
office for the investigation and the documentary evidence consists of personal 
business records that were never introduced in the trial of Podborny 's 
murderers. The second case--87E-48601 --involves documentary evidence submitted 
by the American Express Company relating to the investigation and prosecution 
of several individuals for "raising" the amount of American Express money orders. 
The documentary materials consist of signature cards and "raised" American 
Express money orders. Alleged bank fraud is associated with the third case file 
29-7737 and the documentary evidence consists of material the Bank of Peterson 
submitted. The FBI closed this case file after its investigation concluded 
that poor banking practices rather than fraud were involved. 


Under the disposition instructions in the proposed FBI Records Disposition 
Schedule neither the documentary evidence nor the case files themselves have 
sufficient research value to warrant preservation in the National Archives. 
Therefore, the documentary evidence may be returned to interested third 
parties without duplication. The proposed FBI Records Disposition Schedule 
will retain a sufficient number of case files in these three classifications 
to meet the anticipated needs of researchers.

Division, NARS, advised that his organization and the State Department were^ ^ 

preparing to begin a new records accession project. Mr. Thompson explainedU^^^V 
that all State Department records created during the period January 1, 195(!^ v ^^' 
through December 31, 1954, would be reviewed by Archives personnel for classified 
documents. Those documents which were not classified based on State Department 
guidelines and which had FBI information would be referred to the Bureau for 
classification determination.

It is anticipated that /Judge Greene will schedule hearings at a 
future date, at which time the plaintiffs will be given an 
opportunity to articulate their position concerning the retention 
plan and disposition schedule.

In response to the Bureau’s requests of February 22, 1982, and March 1, 1982, 
to make an archivist available to review documentary material relating to 
cases originating in the Tampa and Cincinnati field offices, I examined the 
materials at the Bureau on March 4, 1982. 

The documentary material relating to the Tampa case file (29C-2878) consists 
of three video tape recordings obtained from closed circuit television cameras 
installed in and by the Exchange Bank and Trust Company, Tampa. The case file 
itself is disposable under the proposed Records Disposition Schedule. The 
video tape recordings lack sufficient evidential or informational value to 
warrant permanent retention and may be returned to the Exchange Bank and Trust. 

The documentary material relating to the Cincinnati case (209B-83) consists 
of two investigatory files of the U.S. Department of Health and Human Services 
(HHS) relating to Medicare fraud investigations. They contain routine documents 
(such as bills, records of payment, and audit reports). The Bureau’s case file 
itself is disposable under the proposed Records Disposition Schedule. The HHS 
investigatory files are official records of that agency and may be returned to 
HHS for whatever further legal or administrative actions it may choose to take 
and for eventual disposition in accordance with that agency’s approved records 
disposition program.

The documentary material relating to the Tampa case file (29C-2878) consists 
of three video tape recordings obtained from closed circuit television cameras 
installed in and by the Exchange Bank and Trust Company, Tampa.
